“Indonesian Art”; snch is the title of the present publication which is intended to 
give a general view of the ancient and modern art of the Dutch Indian Archipelago. No 
such work exists in our colonial literature, in spite of the fact that the want of it is dtilj 
felt. Moreover, the great expense which a good reproduction of the different specimens 
entails, has hitherto been a constant bar. The specimens belonging to the pre-lslamic period 
that we already possess, are kept in the National Museum of Antiquities; while thereof 
more recent date must be sought in the National Museum of Ethnography. 

It therefore needs no further demonstration to show that circumstances are not 
favourable for a comparative study; moreover, they are rendered nearly impossible by tht 
hopeless chaos which reigns in the Ethnographical Museum, year in year out, from lack 
of space. Yet however desirable a museum like the Indian Museum of South Kensingto: 
might be, it will be sought in vain for many years to come. 

More than anywhere, in our country colonial art has been treated in a very niggardlj 
manner. But during the last few years the interest felt in it is certainly increasing, u 
may be proved, to state only one fact, by the endeavour of the younger artists to make th 
art of batiq (t.e., the dyeing of cotton cloth after the pattern has been drawn on it in war 
fashionable in (he ornamentation of articles destined for European use. 

But, besides the specific Javanese batiq, which became capable of very gren 
development, as its chief purpose has always been the embellishment of an article of daily 
use, there flourish several other handicrafts such as carving in wood, burning on bambu. 
weaving, plaiting, etc. For an undeoorated object, even if destined for the most ampk 
use, offends the eye of the native, and as everybody can and does make for himself mar.) 
of the things he daily wants, so every native is his own artist, the productions being bettc: 
or worse according to his natural gifts and skill. 

While conventionality naturally plays its part at the opposite side of the equators 
with us, still two things of the same kind are never quite alike. They always show cerair 
individual qualities far different from the monotonous products of our Western Civilisation 

It is therefore clear that in the ornamentation of articles of daily life much can h 
learnt from our eastern subjects, whose spontaneous inspiration compels general admiraiioi. 
For this reason I gladly fell in with the publisher’s request to prepare a work that woub 
give a general view of the art in Indonesia. 

As to the text, I have thought it would suffice to make descriptions short, mentioni'c: 
only the origin, use and material of the object reproduced, without entering into a criticise 
of its artistic value. On this point it seemed preferable to let the reader judge fo? 
himself. The purpose of the work is to give a collection of good reproductions with wb£ 
is indispensable in explanation. 

I can now only commend the work to the good will of the public and at the 
time express my sincere gratitude to all who have contributed to it by allowing tlwir 
collections to be drawn upon, more especially to the officers of the National Museam or 
Antiquities at Leyden, the Royal Zoological Society “ Natura Artis Magistra”at Amsterdam 
the Society for promoting the scientific exploration of the Dutch Colonies, and the Utrecht 
Missionary Society. Further to Professor Dr. Max Weber, the scientific leader of t& 
deep sea expedition of H.M.S. Siboga and Mr. E. F. van den Brobk d’Obrenan.

The books which have been written on British Birds, from the first edition of Bewick 
in 1797, down to Sannders’s Manual in 1889, are legion, but in very few of them are the 
pggs of British Birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, and the last was 
finished in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand.

This reproduction will be of the exact size of the original, with 
he necessary margin; and the whole of the 910 pages of the First Folio 
will be included in one volume. A brief Introduction by Mr. Sidney 
Lee will be prefixed, giving bibliographical details, with as foil a catalogue 
w practicable of all known copies of the First Folio. It is already certain 
hat it will contain details of a much larger number of copies than that 
enumerated in any previous list. 

It is also proposed to print a list of subscribers to the work at the 
end of Mr. Lee’s Introduction. 

After many experiments, it has been decided to employ the Collotype 
>r Lichtdruck process, which has been used with such excellent results 
n the preparation of more or less similar works as to stamp it as the best 
or the present purpose. The valuable feature of Collotype work is the 
absolute accuracy with which the photographic negative is reproduced ; 
he delicacy of the result is unequalled by any other process, and is not 
ikely to be excelled. 

Such a work necessarily involves the employment of a good and 
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lasting paper ; and linen paper of approved purity and durability has been 
specially manufactured for this facsimile. 

For the convenience of subscribers, the work will be issued in two 
styles of binding, viz.: (1) in full calf with leather thongs ; (2) in paper 
boards with linen back and paper label. The coZ/" binding will match that 
of the original edition of 1623 as nearly as possible. 

It is proposed to issue the volume by subscription in the first place, 
the subscription price for copies in full calf will be SIX GUINEAS net, 
and for copies in paper boards FIVE GUINEAS net. Any copies that 
remain, after subscribers have been supplied, will be offered for sale at 
prices considerably higher than those mentioned above. 

Collectors are advised that the edition will be strictly limited; and 
only a certain number of copies, to be, fixed hereafter, will be in any case 
procurable either in Europe or in America. All the copies issued will 
be numbered, and those subscribed for will also be signed. 

The volumes will be delivered to subscribers as soon as they are 
ready, in the order in which subscriptions are received. The work is 
already well advanced ; but on account of the necessary slowness of 
printing in the process employed, it is not expected that the first copies 
can be issued before the Autumn of 1902. It is hoped, however, to 
complete the edition by the end of that year.
